A SEA OF FLAME. 


Ten Acres of Lumber and Frame 
Buildings Burned Over at 
Cleveland. 


Two Millions’ Worth of Property Al- 
ready Destroyed and the Fire 
Still Raging. 


Appeals to Other Cities for Aid Promptly 
Answered—The Militia under Or- 
ders—Other Fires. 


EARLY ACCOUNTS. * 
THE LUMBER DISTRICT or CLEVELAND IN 
FLAMES. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 7.—A great conflagra- 
tion is raging on the flats. The entite fire de- 
partment is in service, and telegrams were sent 
to Akron, Youngstown, Painesville, Erie, San- 
dusky, and Toledo ter assistance. The origin 
of the fire is cafe Incendiarism is sus- 
pected by some, buf the most probable theory 
is that sparks from a tug set fire early in tne 
evening te a pile of shavings, from which the 
flames spread until Woods,’ Perry & Co.'s ex- 
tensive luinber-yard was ablaze. The fire con- 
tinued to extend, defying all efforts of the fire- 
men. 

The lumber-yards of Potter, Birdsall & Co. 
and C. G. King & Co. were also consuwed. 

The Variety Iron Worus Were destroyed. 

Stanley's candle fuctory burned, and part of 
Sherwin, Williams & Cos varnish works, and 
at 10 o'clock the cunflagration threatened to 
become still more eXtemive. 

About ten acres of lumber and frame build- 
ings were aflame at one time, and huge clouds 
of smoke, thickly studéed with blazing cind- 
ers, were blown by the changing wind for miles, 
causing intense excitement lest the myriads of 
sparks should kindle fires in every direction 
and perhaps lay waste @ large part of the city. 

THE WATCHMAN'S STORY. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.—The alarm was 
turned iu at 6:50 @’cloek by the night watch- 
man, Joe Simmons. Said he: “I had just 
completed my rousds and arrived atthe mill. 
I went as usual all over the ground on both 
sides of Carter street, aud along the river, and 
made sure there was no fire or anything else 
wrong in the yard. I went through 
the mill, and after that was going 
to sit down outside tne door, when I saw a 
bright flame sboet up in the air right in the 
middle of the lumber-mies between our yard 
and Mr. King’s. It was in our No. 1 alley. and 
the moment I opened the door I ran for Box 
13, under the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio 
bridge, on Carter street. Then I came back, 
and the engines were here in a few moments.” 

A HOPELESS FIGHT. 

At 7:30 the fire was confined to an area of 
200 feet square, and in the midst of this the 
flames were savagely burning and sending out 
myriads of sparks and light pine torches. 
Siowly the fire gained on the firemen, the 
sparks being carmed over their beads by the 
wind, which had begun to rise, and would 
set fire to a small spot in the centre of 
a pile of lumber, and, because of its hight and 
the fierceness of the flames, nothing could be 
done until the flames reached the end of the 
pile, when a stream would be directed that 
way. The lanes or alleys were so narrow that 
it was impossible to get a stream to play on 
any but the edges of the different sections 
of the lumber. The spot where the 
fire started wes built up of green 
lumber from the Michigan piue woods, and 
though it would mot be expected to burn well 
the heat was so intense that the element con- 
tinued beyond the power of the department to 
control. By 8 o'clock it was in alleys 3 and 4, 
and as the area of burning wood me larger 
the men were forved to spread out and less 
effective work could be done. At this time 
some of the firemen were in the alleys almost 
completely surrounded by fire, and to keep 
from burning the stream of water was directed 
against them. Nearly every man was thus wet 
down and only thus could they secure com- 
fort. 1 
THE VARIETY 


IRON-WORKS AND KING'S LUM- 
BER-YARD, 


At 8:30 o'clock Carter street became impass- 
able. The beat prevénted any one from going 
by the building, and only in some places could 
the firemen stand. The owners of the Variety 
Iron- Works bad been on the roof of their large 
brick building for half an hour throwing water 


and guarding it in hopes that the fire might be 


kept within bounds and they escape without 
loss. They succeeded in putting out the flames 
in several places which had caught from sparks. 
Until the region ot their building became red 
hot they were suceessful in their object; but 
at 8 o'clock the lumber in the yard of C. 
G. King caught from the east end of 
Woods, Perry & Co.'s yard, and soon the 
4,000,000 feet in that yard were in a partial 
blaze. The heat along that side of Central Way 


soon became too intense for comfort, and 
despite the brisk west wind which had sprung 
up the flames crept up in the southerly direc- 


tion, and very quickly reached the street.“ 
oW 


The Variety Iro orks now caught on the 
roof and these flames were subdued after a 
short fight. At the same time the 
wooden building, a goud-sized shed belonging 
to Woods, Perry & Co., west of this, had also 
caught ou the front side from the heat of the 
burning lumber just opposit, and attention was 
directed to that. Then the fremen were called 
back to the irom-works building, and at 9 
o'clock both these buildings were burning, and 
the fire Was under such headway that the en- 
gines Which could be kept in the street were 
unable to cope with it. 

Much cause of delay was found in the water. 
It was dirty, and the engines would get clogged. 
In this manner one of the engines which had 
been throwing a stream on the soutwest side of 
the yard, near the railroad, was forced to sus- 
pend work ior a time for repairs. 

A GRAND SPECTACLE. 

At 9 o’clock the shops and buildings from 
Scranton avenue to Woods, Perry & Co.'s 
planing-mill, on Carter street, were on fire, and 
it looked as though nothing could save them. 
The tiny spark, fanned in a minute into leap- 
ing flames, undid years of toil, care, 
and capital judiciously applied. The fire 
started in the midst of the lumber, and 
on all sides there was plenty of the same 
dry fuel. The little centre of flames boiling 
like a witch's caldron leaped yards through the 
air, and, clasping in its eager arms everything 
that came in their reach, shouted, hissed, and 
reveled, while bigh piles of lumber, strong 
houses and thiek walls oi brick were 
crushed ahd e¢rumbied into ashes. The 
flames shot 100 feet into the air, and 
myriads of sparks as large asa bushel basket 
hovered and flouted amid the glare and smoke 
seeming to be amid the stars. In the very 
heart of the conflagration were the men whose 
property was burning up, the toiling 
firemen, policemen, and a large number 
of adventurous loafers. All but the latter 
fought the fire with courage and determination, 
but the immense fureace and hissed, 
complacentiy mocking them, and reached out 
gradually and surely, sucking into its vortex 
everything possible to reach. The * 
puffed up like chaff from a fanning-m ne 
and fell like a shower of rain. Some were not 
sparks, but great brands, the terrible heat 
bearing them slowly up like toy balloons, the 
wind carrying them miles away. 

The large safe in Woods, Pe & Co.'s office 
was rolled out by the comb strength of 
twenty men with many crowbars, and that 
heavy piece of furniture was soon rolled up the 
sidewalk to the bridge. The office of 
the Cleveland Board ef Lumber-Dealers, be- 
tween Woods, Perry & Co.’ and Potter 
& Birdsall’s, was likewise cleaned out, and by 
the time the flames reached these three offices 
there was nothing of value in them to burn, 
and the structures themselves were reduced to 
ashes in an ineredibly short epace of time. 


THE LOSSES.

THE LATEST. 
THE SITUATION AT MIDNIGHT. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 7.—|Special.|—At mid- 
night the fire is burning more fiercely than 
ever, eating its way by lurid dashes into the 
fields of piled-up lumber that surround it. 
The chances are that tully eight acres of these 
piles will be consumed: Woods, Perry & Co. “s 
works are on the Cuyaboga’s banks in the cen- 
tre of the district known ~as the flats. The 
river is not more than forty feet wide, and 
across the stream lies aclump of manufactor- 
les, the outposts of the manufacturing district. 

Breaking out at 7, by 9 o'clock it had reached 
the river bank, licking up the Seneca street 
bridge, pusbed across the structure, and began 
ite work on Stanley's soap manufactory. 
Thirty minutes consumed it, and now the 
flames bid fair to take hold of the large paint- 
works of Sherwin, Williams & Co., and from 
there push to the centre of the manufacturing 
district. : 

It is an awful sight. The whole town is red 
with the glow of sky and names. Five acres of 
lurid, blinding light are spread to the view; the 
river, running the gantlet of the flames, looks 
like a stream of boiling metal. Fully 60,000 
people line the roofs and hills adjacent. 

The loss will be millions. 

The fire department is unable to bandle the 
fire, and its puny efforts to do 60 are pitiful. 
Time and time again has the local press warned 
the city of such a fire and the necessity for en- 
ines in the locality burning. Had one been 
promptly on the ground tonight the fire would 
have been put out in ten minutes with a loss of 
$100. Already $2,000,000 is gone and the fire has 
only begun.

UNDER CONTROL. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 8—1:30 a. m.—At 1:15 
o'clock the fire was practically under control. 
Relief engines arrived from Akron and Erie. 
Others are expected. The entire militia of the 
city was ordered to be in readiness if necessary 
to do police duty, but has not yet been 
ordered out. No serious accidents are 
yet reported. Woods, Perry & Co. lose 
$250,000. House & Davidson lose $50,000, both 
their planing-milis belng destroyed.

STARTING UP AGAIN. 

CLEVELAXD, O., Sept. 8—1:40 a. m.—The 
fire at this hour seems to be spreading, and the 
fire department has apparentiy lost control of 
the flames. 

THE FLAMES RAGING FIERCELY AT 3 O'CLOCK. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 8—3:15 a. m.—(Spe- 
cial.|—At 8 o'clock a. m. the billows of flame in 
the flats still rage with fury unabated. The fire 
is making steady progress westward and 
the engines are compelled frequently to 
shift their position to escape destruction. The 
local department is aided in the fight by en- 
gines from Painesvilic, Elyria, Toledo, Canton, 
Akron, and Columbus. It seems now that the 
fire must devour the remaining piles of 
lumber west of the Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati & Indianapolis Railway track to the 
hills of the West Side, which, with the aid of 
the river, will probably bar further progress.

A NEW DANGER. 

A new danger has arisen from the myriads 
of sparks that are constantly being hurled high 
and far into the air and caught up by the innu- 
merable whiriwinds created by the intense 
heat. Two engines located on a dock early in 
the evening were cut off from escape, and to 
prevent their destruction by the fire were run 
into the river.

SHOCKING INHUMANITY. 


A Demented Woman Chained to the 
Floor Three Years in Her Husband’s 
House. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 7.—[Special.|—A 
special dispatch from Lancaster says Drs. 
Morton and Ort of Philadelphia; members of 
the State Lunacy Commission, have returned 
from a visit to the house of John Ranck, near 
New Holland, where they found Mrs. Ranck 
chained to a staple in the floor ina room con- 
taining nothing but a bed, and destitute of 
clothing. They were accompanied by physi- 
cians of Lancaster and had been told that there 
was an insane woman at Ranck's who had no 
medical attention. and who bad been confined 
to her room for three years. They 
asked John Ranck about his wife and 
be said: “I have not seen ber for three 
months.” Then they demanded to see her in 
the name of the law. The tamily seemed indis- 
posed to grant them admission. They inspected 
the smal! up-stairs room in which the unfortu- 
nate woman had been confined without, it is 
said, any other care of any kind than that of 
her husband and daughter. The burden of her 
attendance had fallen on the daughter. The 
atmosphere was feted, the room close and bare 
of all furniture, save the bed. The 
woman's body was naked. Mrs. Rauck 
is 46 years old, and about three 
years ago she manifested symptoms of an un- 
controllable desire to destroy everytning on 
which she could lay her bands. Her husband 
was in very good circumstances and they lived 
comfortably. When bis wife showed no indi- 
cation of improvement, the family talked of 
what was best to do. The local prejudice 
against insane asylums was so great that Mr. 
HRKanck decided to keep his demented wife at 
home. 80 the up-stairs room, which sbe has 
since never left, was fitted with the bed, chair, 
and staple. Mr. Ranck has since declared that 
his course was advised by Dr. Diller 
Luther. After the docto saw Mrs. Ranck 
their indignation at her ndidon was so in- 
tense that Mr. Ranck corrected his previous 
statement that he had not seep her for three 
months. The physicians ordered him to send 
her to the Harrisburg Asylum in one week. 
This he and his daughter bitterly resented, and 
at first refused obedience. Mrs. Ranck could 
not speak intelligibly to the physicians. Sue 
refused to shake hands with them until they 
went behind her back, when she extended one 
arm backward and allowed them to feel her 
emaciated fingers. Mr. Ranck consulted a law- 
yer, who advised him to disregard the doctors’ 
injunction. Subsequently the lawyer changed 
his mind, and advised compliance, so Tuesday 
Mrs. Ranck will be taken to Harrisburg.

The Vacant Treasurership.

THE DEATH-ROLL. 


Funeral of the Late Chief-Justice En- 
glish. 

Ark, Sept. 7.—[(Special.]--The 
funeral services held over tne remains of Chief- 
Justice E. H. English today were most impress- 
ive. At4o’clock the body was removed from 
the Senate Chamber of the Capitol to tho resi- 
dence on Centre street, where services were 
held by the Rev. Horace Jewell of the Meth- 
odist Church. Tne cortége consisted of Knights 
Templar, State officers, Federal judiciary, 
members of the bar, and county and city offi- 
cers. At Mount Holly Cemetery the imposing 
ceremonies were conducted by the Sir Knights, 
assisted by visiting commanderies from the 
principal cities. It was one of the largest 
funerals ever held here. All classes paid sor- 
rowful tribute to the dead jurist.

BLAINE’S STATE. 


All Eyes Turned on the Pine-Tree 
State— As Maine Goes So 
Goes the Union.” 


Everything Promises a Grand Repub- 
lican Victory—The Tickets and 
the Situation in Detail, 


The Republicans Expect a Majority of Ten 
Thousand and the Election of Their 
Congressional Nominees, 


TODAY'S ELECTION. 

THE FULL TICKETS AND A CLOSE ANALYSIS OF 
THE SITUATION—PRESAGES OF A ROUSING 
REPUBLICAN VICTORY. 

The Maine election takes place today. Al 
though the old war-cry, As Maine goes so 
goes the Union,“ was curiously disproved four 
years ago, when it went Democratic by 226 plu- 
rality in September and yet rallied to the Gar- 
neld standard in November, all present indica- 
tions point to the probability that today’s elec- 
tion in the Pine-Tree State will blaze the way 
for tne Republican triumph throughout the 
Nation two months hence. 

The people of Maine today will elect a Gov- 
ernor, four members of Congress, and a Leyis- 
Jature, and vote upon a proposed amendment 
to the State Constitution. The Gubernatorial 
and Congressional candidates to be voted for 
are as follows, the present Republican incum- 
bents having all been renominated:

PREVIOUS RECORDS. 

Since the nomination of Mr. Blaine an at- 
tempt has been made by the opposition to prove 
that while he was active in politics his manage- 
ment of the party in Maine caused it to suffer 
a serious depreciation, while the opposition 
showed a proportionate increase at the polls. 
This is hardly true, and it is only by a distor- 
tion of figures that the opposition has proved 
its case, ‘There has Leen for a long time a mis- 
apprehension of the vote of the State. The 
Greenback craze caused the Republican vote to 
fall off several thousands, but no more than in 
other States where the movement raged as 


flercely as in Maine. The largest Republican 
vote ever polled in the State was in 1876, when 
Gen. Connor received 75,867. The next highest 
was in 1868, when Gen. Chamberlain received 
75,523, and the third highest was in 1880, when 
Gov. Davis received 73,544, and yet was defeated 
by Gen. Plaisted on a fusion ticket. The growth 
of the Greenback vote, in comparison with the 
vote of the other two parties, may readily be 
seen from the following table:

Since 1879 the Democrats and Greenbackers 
have fused on the Gubernatorial ticket, and 
the relative strength of the two parties has 
been lost. The vote for 1880is given above, 
and as in that year the Constitution was 
amended so as to provide for biennial elec- 
tions, the next vote was in 1882, when Robie 
received 72,481, against 68,921 for Plaisted on 
the fusion ticket. As a matter of fact, the Re- 
publican vote bas averaged larger since the 
Greenback movement invaded Maine politics 
than it did previously, but the opposition has 
been booming its strength and thus encroaching 
upon the regular Republican majority the 
State has been noted for maintaining since the 
Republican party was organized. 

WHAT THIS YEAR'S CANVASS SHOWS. 

The final canvass of today’s vote was made 
Saturday and the returns show that the State 
will give Gov. Robie 11,000 majority and a 
probable plurality of 15,000. These figures 
are made up by counting all doubtful voters 
with the opposition, and not giving credit to the 
fact that the Republicans will secure a good 
proportion of these voters. As it usually hap- 
pens that the canvass shows a larger number 
ot voters in town than the check lists show 
have voted on election-day, an estimate of 
11,000 under the circumstances is conservative 
and probably very nearly correct. The animated 
contest ot two years ago to see whether Plaisted 
should have a second term as fusion Governor 
or Robie be bis successor and the honor of 
the State vindicated caused a high-water 
mark to be reached by the Republican vote for 
an off year. It is, however, considered that 
there were the usual number of changes, and 
that the 9.234 increase in the total vote oyer 
Iso was not caused by all the Democrats stav- 
ing at home, so that these figures are not 
counted upon this year as a contingent vote 
that can be drawn upon by the opposition in 
order to give them a victory or to decrease the 
Republican majority. The natural increase of 
the vote of the State is about 2,000 annually, of 
whicb neither party could claim more than one- 
half, so that the expected majority of Gov. 
Robie will result from a change of over 1,000 
from the opposition to the Republican column. 
In November Biaine will poll a considerably 
larger majority than Robie today, despite the 
earnest attempts that have been mad to have 
all his friends support the Republican candi- 
date for Governor.

In 1880 on the Gubernatorial vote the First 
District gaye a Democratic majority of 142 
but a Republican plurality of 48. In 1882 the 
Republican majority was 644. Congressman 
Reed, however, ran somewbat ahead of his 
ticket, so that he was elected in 1880 by a very 
small majority. For the reuson that this dis- 
trict is so close that a slight defection or 
other cause for a change in the vote 
may reverse previous results, it is looked 
to at each election with considerable 
solicitude by the Republicans of the 
State. This year Mr. Reed is going to lose prob- 
ably 200 votes on account of dissatisfaction in 
certain localities over post-office matters, one 
town being aggrieved because he will not rec- 
ommend a change of location for a post-oftice, 
and others because be did not have certain can- 
didates appointed to the charge of the offices. 
Both causes are petty ones, and it is fondly 
hoped by Mr. Reed's friends that he will prove 
personally popular enough elsewhere to cons'd- 
oe more than offset the vote in these local- 
ties.

Reports from different parts of the Fourth 
District indicate that Mr. Boutelle will be cut 
to some exteut, but it is not expected that he 
will suffer any serious loss in that way, as his 
Democratic rival is a young Jawyer with no ex- 
perience in pubiic life and personally known 
to Dut a small portion of the district.

AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 


The following is the proposed amendment to 
the Constitution to be voted upon: 

The manufacture of intoxicating liquors, not in- 
cluding cider, and the sale and keeping for sale of 
intoxicating liquors, are and shall be forever pro- 
hibited. Kxcept, however, that the sale and keep- 
ing for sale of such liquors for medicinal und me- 
chanical purposes and the arts, and the sale und 


_ keeping for sale of cider, may be permitted under 


such regulations us the Legislature may provide. 
The Legisiature shall enact laws with suitable 
penaities for the suppression of the manufacture, 
sale, and keeping for sale of intoxicating liquors, 
with the exceptions herein specified. 

If adopted—and the vote upon this question 
will not in any sense be a partisan one, mem- 
bers of both parties favoring and oppos 11— 
the amendment will take effect Jan. 7, 1883. 

The Boston Journal, in recently commenting 
upon the probabie result in Maine, said: 

It ought not to be necessary to urge upon the 
Republicans in that State that their action will have 
a very important influence upon the result in the 
country at large. On Presidential years the coun- 
try has always looked to Maine for an expression 
of public sentiment before the genera! election, be- 
cause it has been the first State in which parts 
are so nearly divided that both make an active 
campaign. Following Vermont in 1872, Maine gave 
the finishing blow to Democratic hopes under the 
lead of the lamented Greeley. In 1880 the failure 
of Maine Hepublicans to achieve the victory in 
September gave the National campaign a setback, 
which made it much more difticult to carry 
the October elections and restore: the 
confidence so rudely shocked. This year a clear, 
decided majority for Robie next Monday is of 
much greater importance than under any other 
circumstances. The man at the head of the Na- 
tional ticket is a citizen of Maine. Consequently 
that emphatic approval, which a decided majority 
would carry, would be both an expression of gen- 
eral Republican sentiment and a personal indorse- 
ment of Mr. Blaine. A majority of 10,000 would 
Eo far to make certaim- a vito thaipow seems 
clearly within the grasp of the Republican party. 
‘ All merease of the majority of 1884 over 
that of 1882 should be regarded as an indication of 
an improved Republican sentiment, and the more 
it is increased the more it will help the Republican 
cause elsewhere. Therefore, a vote for Robie is 
more thana vote for Blaine in November. 

We hear that there are several hundred men in 
Maine who wil! vote for Blaine who will not vote 
the Republican ticket next week. Do these men 
really desire to help Mr. Blaine? If they do they 
can best do it by voting for Frederick Robie for 
Governor next Monday. A vote for Blaine in 
Maine in November is of less consequence, but 
votes to increase the Republican majority this 
month are votes in October in Ohio and in every 
Northern State in November This fact cannot be 
made too emphatic. 


THE DAY BEFORE THE BATTLE. 
A LARGE VOTE EXPECTED—THE CUONGRESSION- 
AL DISTRICTS, 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 7. — (Special.} — The 
voice of the State of Maine, Mr. Biaine’s 
home, will be heard tomorrow in the election 
of State officers and members of Congress, and 
the result of the contest will be regarded with 
much interest. A very large vote is expected, 
and the election of the entire Republican State 
ticket, claimed by its friends, is conceded by 
its opponents, while the expectation of the Re- 
publicans, that all four of their nominees for 
Congress will be returned is confirmed 
by the opinion of independent observers. 
In regard to the * of Congressmen, 
the only contest whicli promises to be in any 
degree close is that in the First District, where 
the Hon. Thomas B. Reed .is a candidate for 
reélection; but even here there is little doubt, 
as Mr. Reed's chances have been steadily im- 
proving as the canvass has been going on, and 
his election will probably be obtained with a 
majority of at least 500. He has a strong rival, 
however, in Judge Nathan Cleaves of Portland. 
The Greenbackers in this district bave a candi- 
date in Samuel Terrell of Deering, whose 
strength, if he has any, will come from tho 
Democratic rather than from the Republican 
party. 
GUESSES AS TO THE RESCLT. 

That Gov. Robie will be re@lected by a ma- 
jority of at least 10,000 is generally conceded, 
and there are many Republicans who will be 
satisfied with such a result. The Bangor Com- 
mercial concedes that number, but will call it a 
set-back for- Hlaine if the figures do not reach 
15,000. At the same time it says that unless a 
large corruption fund is used Robie’s majority 
will not be ovet 10,000 or 11,000. 

The Lewiston Journal, Republican, looks for 
a majority of about 10,000, and Mr. Walter Al- 
len of the Portland Press think the figures 
will be over rather than under 10,000. 

The Augusta correspondent of the Boston 
Herald figures a possibie majority of 12,000 for 
Robie. 

As the Democrats have made no canvass the 
estimates are, of course, largely guess work, 
and the only thing that can be predicted with 
certainty is that the Republicans will carry the 
State by a handsome mayjefity, electing the en- 
tire State ticket, electing three of their Con- 
gressmen without doubt, and in ali probability 
the entire quartet, and securing full control of 
both branches of the Legislature. The ma- 
jority by which the State will be carried, 
unless all signs fail, will be. one of 
the largest the Republicans have shown for a 
number of years, and it will be followed by a 
still larger vote for the National ticket in No- 
vember.

MAJORITY OF TEN THOUSAND 

LOOKED FOR. 

Avavusta, Me., Sept. 7,—-(Special.]—The can- 
Vass of the State is over. This work bas been 
60 thoroughly done that the Republicans who 
have conducted it are justified in making pre- 
dictions of 10,000 majority. It may be more. 
It can be hardly lees. If the Republicans get 
more than 10. 000 it will be owing to Democratic 
apathy and accessions to the Republican side 
from the Greenbackers, If the Democratie 
vote couid be gotten all out the State would, 
judging from past elections, be quite ovenly 
divided. In the election for Governor 
in September, 1880, when the Demo- 
crats carried the State, the Kepublican 
candidate for Governor received 73,544 votes, 
against 73,713 votes given the Democratic 
candidate, while the scattering vote was only 
562. In 1882 Robie carried the State. He ro- 
oeived only 72,481 votes, against 68,921 given 
his opponent. The scattering vote reached 
1,974. Ot the scattering vote the stra.ght-out 
Greenback candidate received 1,324 votes, 
every one of which went to Plaisted in the 
preceding election. It will be thus seen that 
the Republican vote was less by a thousand 
odd votes than it was in the year 1880, when 
the Republican candidate was defeated. The 
Democratic vote of that year fell off over 9,000, 
and to that Robie owed his election. The 9,000 
voters simply staid at home. 

REPUBLICAN EXPECTATIONS. 

This being the situation in this State, as 
shown by the official record, it is simply absurd 
to say that the Republicans have expected this 
year to carry the State by any very large ma- 
jority. The largest Republican vote ever 
polled in this State was given in September, 
1875, to Gen. Connor. He recetved 75,887 votes, 
The large majorities obtained by the Republic- 
aus in this State in the past have been obtained 
only through the Democrats not getting their 
vote out. Several thousands of the Democrats 
of this State are fishermen. They cannot be 
brought to the polls upon an election-day un- 
less their time and expenses are paid for. So 
far as can be ascertained the Democrats have 
given up this year all thought of getting out 
their vote throughout the State. Their leaders 
concede the State to the Republicans tomorrow 
by about the same vote estimated by the Re- 
publicans. 

The editor of the New Age, the anti-Blaine 
organ here, said to your correspondent last 
night that he believed Robie would be elected 
by 10,000 to 12,000 majority. This year is the 
lirst time the Democrats have nominated a 
man of their own for four years. They won 
their victory in 1880 by uniting upen Plaisted, 
a Greenbacker. Two years ago they also fused 
with the Greenbackers. This year they bave 
asked the Greenbackers to go with them. The 
result has been that the Greenbackers have in 
the main goue back to the Republiean party,. from 
which they were originally recruited. It is 
expected that the Republicans will tomorrow.

vote than any limit reached. It will not do to 
say that the Democrats are doing absolutely 
nothing in the way of getting out their vote, 
They have been so quiet wat the Republicans 
fear they may be pretty active tomorrow. If 
they are as energetic as the Republicans, to- 
morrow's vote will be the largest ever polled in 
the State. The Republicans have made 
decided gains within the last six weeké 
of doubtful Democrats and Grceeubackers 
There have been no changes over to the Demo- 
cratic side from the Republicans that have 
been publicly reported. The Republicans ex- 
pect their principal gaius maialy «from the 
country districts, and do not expect much 
change in the vote from the large towns. The 
disaffection against Reed in the Portland dis- 
trict will probably costthe Republican ticket 
500 votes.

SCHURZ AT MILWAUKEE. 
THE REPUBLICANS SATISFIED WITH SATURDAY 
NIGHT'S PERFORMANCE. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 7.—/|Special.|—The 
leading Republicans of the city express them- 
selves as greatly satisfied with the genera) re- 
sult of Car! Schurz's visit and his speech last 
night. Democrats hope for great results in the 
effect expected among Germans throughout 
the State; but the Republicans claim that the 
ultimate result will be highly beneficial to the 
party. Fifty of the leading representative 
Germans of this city signed the answer to 
Schurz’s Brooklyn speech. Mr. Schurz made 
such a bitter attack on these fifty gentle- 
men that they are fairly incensed against 
bim. They will now stand together more 
solidly than before, and will work 
much more enthusiastically and ecarnestly than 
would bave been the case otherwise. Again, it 
is claimed that the result of the interrogato- 
ries put to Mr.-Schurz while he was speaking 
will set the Independent Germans thinking, 
and fn the end will entirely overcome the et- 
fect which the speech otherwise might have 
had. For iastance, when Mr. Schurz, in rte 
viewing the reply to his Brookiya speech, c ame 
upon the statement that he was actuated by 
personal feelings against Biaine, and asked 
how the signers of the reply could 
prove them, Joseph Brucker, replymg, ro- 
ferred Mr. Schurz to his attitude in 1880 
when the nomination of Blaine was opposed by 


him, and when Mr. Schurz, as Minister of tune 


Interior, in the timber matter, bad a personal 
encounter with Blaine. From the nature of 
the presemt warfare against Blaine it was to be 
seen that Mr. Schurz opposed Blaine, not his 
political principles. He agreed with Blaine in 
the principles of the Kepublican party, but it 
was to be seen that it was a personal matter. 
and purely on personal grounds. This view of 
the case caused great enthusiasm among the 
triends of Blaine, and ie regarded today as a 
telling point against Schurz, 
A PERSONAL DEFENSE. 

The speaker was evidentiy impressed, with 
the necessity of a personal defense for himse/if, 
and much of his speech was in that tone, and 
apologetieal in tone when referring to the 
charges against his own conduct. He denied 
having solicited a place in the Cabinet. He 
entered into a long argument to prove that his 
past services entitled Lim to honorable dis- 
tinction, and that nobody would have found 
fault if be bad not been a German. His de- 
cision in the Pacifie land-grant matter was not 
his own, but that of the Attorney-General, 
and could not, according to law, have been 
otherwise. He denied that he received stock 
in the New York Evening Post from Villard. 

Mr. Brucker interrupted to say that his 
honor had never been doubted by those who 
signed the reply, and they had so stated in 
their letter. 

A SCENE OF CONFUSION. 

The close of the meeting, which did not take 
piace till near midnight, witnessed an almost 
violent scene, in which the Democrats Msgraced 
themselves. An agreement had been made 
that when Mr. Schurz sbould finish speaking 
Mr. Brucker should have haif an bour in 
which to reply. When Schurz closed Brucker 
went forward. The Chairman of the meeting, 
who was understood to be a party to the agree- 
ment, then stated that he had been 
called upon to preside at an Independent 
Republican meeting. If Mr. Brucker wanted 
to hold a Republican meeting he could do so. 
He would resign as Chairman and declare the 
Independent meeting closed. Instantly there 
was a scene of the utmost confusion. A large 
number ot people left the hall. Others jumped 
on chairs, yelung to put Brucker out. The 
band commenced to play to drown the noise, 
but could scarcely be heard. A picture of 
Brucker was produced, a cane stuck throu¢h it 
and a dozen men spat upon it, and then hurled 
it upon the stage at Brucker's face. Carl 
Schurz put on his hat and ignominiously. left 
the platform. Brucker advanced to the front 
of the stage and calmly aurveyed the crowd, 
which became more enraged every momentand 
loudly shouted that Brueker should be trampled 
underfoot, smasbed to pieces, and otherwise 
disposed of. 

THE MOB COWED. 

„These are the same Democrats,” said Mr. 
Drucker bitterly, as he folded his arms, who 
on @ previous o¢casion stormed Mr. Schurz 
with, rotten eggs.” 

A dozen men jumped on the reporters’ 
tables next the state, shaking canes, putting 
up their firsts, and spitting towards Mr. 
Brucker, while the crowd cheered, bissed, and 
shouted maledictions on him by turns. Mr. 
Brucker did not stir, and the crowd which 
shouted to end his days by various 
methods, such as clubbing him to death, 
etc., evidently was cowed by uts calm 
bearing. Finally missiles began to make 
their way toward the stage, and a few frag- 
ments of stone were included with leas harmless 
missiles. As a riot seomed imminent Mr. 
Brucker was prevailed upon by his friends to 
retire, though veluctantiy. It is expected that 
another meeting will be@Geld at the same place, 
when Mr. Brucker and the fifty men who 
signed the reply to the Brooklyn speech will 
give their reasons for the faith that is in them. 
Mr. Schurz's conduct in leaving the plattorm is 
severely denounce.

Atl o'clock the parade 
was again formed, increased by the addition of 
a company of fifty young lodies bearing a 
motto wut the inscription: ** Our First Choice, 
Blaine and Logan Boys.’ A large tent had 
been secured for the occasion, seating 800, and 
placed in @ grove near the court-house. By 
halt-past 1 fully 3.000 people had congregated 
in the grove, most of them from the country 
and neighboring towns.

AN EFFORT TO INTRODUCE POLITICS INTO THE 
TYPOGRAPHICAL. UNION.

There is a great deal of excitement in the 
Typograpbical Union here because an effort 
has been made to introduce politics into the 
organization. This is the more noticeable on 
account of the action of the printers in New 
York, whom the paper called the Boycotter is 
supposed to represent. That wing in the union 
is pronounced in favor of Cleveland. A large 
chapter of the Typographical Union here is 
compoeed of Kepublican printers employed at 
the Government printing office. Some of them 
are very active politicians, and are restive at the 
attitude in which they think the union has been 
placed by the Boycotler party.

While 
he has not made a special study of the labor 
question, and makes no pretensions to being a 
labor representative, he has never been found

The Repub- 
licans of the district are not alarmed about the 
outcome, for no combination can be put up 
that will defeat the reéiection of their candi- 
date, the Hon. Joseph C. Cannon. The Demo- 
crats are more anxious to secure fusion than 
are the Greenbackers. The former have some- 
thing to gain, but the latter reason that they 
have nothing to gain and not much to lose. 
W. C. Lacy of Humboldt, whom the}/Democrats 
will probably nominate at Tuscola Tuesday, 
says that, while he belongs to the Democratic 
party, be is entirely in sympathy with the prin- 
ciples of the Greenbacs-Labor party, and 
pledges himself to support, in case of bis elec- 
tion, the principles of that party in preference 
to those of the Democrats.

some extraordinary calamity should overtake 
the maturing crop. The cattle trade with Eu- 

is declining under the influence 
of Australian and Canadian competition, 
and, f it be argued that Canada 
buys in the United States a good many of the 
cattle she selis to Great Britain, the fact re- 
mains, nevertheless indisputable, that she 
ships her cargoes by her own railroads and ves- 
seis and not by ours. Of hogs and hog prod- 
ucts there are about three times as great a sup- 
ply on band and in sight as can possibly be in 
demand under the prohibition laws of Europe 
and the sudden and almost phenomenal deve“ 
opment of this industry in Germany and 
France. Hamburg-made bacon commands to- 
day a higher price in England than the Ameri- 
ean article, while our pork and lard often 
dave to be repacked and marked,as English 
products to find a market in Europe. The fact 
is now generally recognized that there is an 
ample supply of wheat everywhere and that 
America can no longer regulate the price of 
bread consumed by the population of Europe. 
The fact that low-grade wheat has been recent 
ly ted out to chickens in England is the best 
illug ation of the condition of the wheat mar- 
ket. Most of this grain was probably American 
bottom grade, and the New York Produce Ex- 
change deserves credit for the steps it took last 


_week toward reé@stablishing a decent standard 


of grading, and thus putting some difficultics 
in the way of our unscrupulous * misers.“ who 
made fortunes out of their fraudulent prac- 
tices and nearly drove all the wheat trade away 
from New York. All this leads to the conclu- 
gion that corn has actually become the specu- 
lative pivot of the moment. Its feeding as 
well as manufacturing uses are greater than 
those of any other kind of grain. Glucose. 
starch, and whisky alone absorb immense 
quantities of it, and the demand for 
it must, in the absence of any 
pew substitute, remain steadily on the 
increase. Our yield is so far ample to supply 
the demand of the world, and, if the weather 
remains favorable for another three weeks, the 
country will probably secure acrop of some 
2,000,000,000 bushels. The only competitors 
we have in the production of this grain are 
Southern Russia and the Danubian region. 
Italy produces barely enough for her own use 
inthe shape of polenta and other farinacious 
articles of popular food. 
CHICAGO SPECULATORS SCOLDED. 

America ought to be abe, therefore, to con- 
trol the corn market of the world. But she 
must not allow the Chicago speculators to do 
s. They are capable of putting prices 
so high that sugar will be used instead 
of glucose, rye will be used alone 
for whisky, ana begs wil) be fed on wheat and 
Apples. The price of corn has already been 
put up to 57 cents a busbel in Chicago. That 
is about 17 cents higher than corn should sell. 
giving a big profit to the farmer. But the fact 
may be a mere accident, of which the corner- 
makers are taking advantage. There is very 
little corn left in the country from last year. 
The visible supply is reported at about 4,500,000 
dusbels, against 11,500,000 at the same 
cme last year. No» new corn can 
be expected to come into the market before 
the end of November, and the price of it dur- 
ing September and October must naturally be 
advancing. But as there seems to exist a con- 
siderable short interest outstanding the Chi- 
cago artists are working up another corner for 
these two months, and 60 and 70 cents are free- 
ly spoken of for this week or the next. 

THE BUCKET-SHOPS. 

The position which the Stock Exchange ‘has 
taken against the bucket-shops has some 
amusing features about it. If the Stock-Ex- 
change people confined their business of buy- 
ing and selling stocks for bona-fide investors 
they would be justified in objecting to the 
purely gambling bucket-shops as haunts of 
wickedness and vice. Unfortunately, how-

Lewis County in Thirty Days. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 7.— [Special. — The 
anti-Mormon residents of Lewis County have 
vosted, in conspicuous places, notices warning 
all members of the Church of Latter-Day Saints 
to go elsewhere on pain of death. The docu- 
ment, which is adorned witb a picture of a cof- 
fin, is in these words: 

Mormons, leave. Members of the Latter-Day 
Saints are notified to leave this county, and 
thirty days are given for you allto go. An in- 
Gignant and outraged people have said it, and 
go you shall. If you are found in this county 
after thirty days you will go like the others. 
Go peaceably if you will, but you must go. 

The Mormons are much alarmed, and it is be- 
lieved some will leave within the time pre- 
scribed, while the rest will defy their enemies 
and prepare for any attack that may be made 
upon them. The anti-Mormon men keenly feel 
the loss of their leader who was killed in the 
recent attack, and are smarting under public 
criticism and the offer of $1,000 for the appre- 
hension of any of their number. They main- 
tain that the elders richly deserved their fate, 


and that Mormonism will not be tolerated ' 


under any circumstances. Several Mormons 
bave left since the elders were slain.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Affected Herds in Two Ohio Counties 
No Legal Means to Meet the 
Emergency. 


‘The Deaths in Indiana Caused by Impure Food 
) and Water—Microseopical Ex- 
aminations. 


OHIO, 
‘PLEURO-PNEUMOMIA IN TWO COUNTIES—THE 
AUTHORITIES POWERLESS. 


AINCINNATI, O., Sept. 7.—[Special.]—Mr. L. 
N. Bonham of the State Board of Agriculture 
writes that the members of his board who have 
been giving attention to the reports of pleuro- 
pneumonia in some of the herds of Jersey cat- 
tle in the western part of tne State have be- 
come satisfied of the existence of the disease, 
and fear it has become $0 disseminated that it 
will be impossible to stamp it out. The first 
herd which was reported as affected was in 
Miami County. Dr. Salmon made an investiga- 
tion of the disease in this herd, and reported 
to the board that twelve bead had contracted 
the disease in achronic form and ought to be 
immediately killed. Money was at once raised 
by contributions to pay the owner for the cat- 
_ tle, and it was agreed that after being siaugh- 
tered the lungs of these cattle should be dis- 
sected in the presence of as many cattlemen 
as could be got together, in order that they 
might be able to detect the disease should it 
appear in their own herds, Dr. Salmon was of 
tho opinion that if the diseased animals in the 
Miami County herd were slaughtered and the 
balance of the herd quarantined for three 


or four months the disease might be eradi- 
‘cated. But before this was done he was called 


to Montgomery County, and he has reported to 


the State Board the discovery of pleuro-pueu— 
monia in several herds there. The board, 
- therefore, decided yesterday that it would be 
uscless to fight the disease with the limited 
means at their command. There is no State 
Veterinarian and no State law that is af all 
adequate to the emergency. Some of the mem- 
ers of the board have suggested the conven- 
ing of the Legislature immediately for the pur- 
pose of ehacting a law by which the disease 
may be eradicated. Mr. Bonham says unless 
something positive is done soon the injury to 
the cattle interests of the State will be irre-

INDIANA, 
THE LAWRENCE COUNTY OUTBREAK. 
MITCHELL, Ind., Sept. 7.—([Special.}—Fur- 
ther investigation relative to the supposed 
pleuro-pneumonia cases in a Short-Horn berd in 


| Lawrence County which have resulted in the 
| death of four or five cattle has shown them to 
have resulted from impure water and food and 


not from the dreaded disease. The first 
cases resulting fatally occurred about 
July 22, when the attention of Dr. J. L. W. 
Yost, Assistant Secretary of the State Board 
of Health, was called to them. At his request 
he was furnished with some of the blood of 
the next animal attacked, which happened to 
be a calf that died very suddenly. Placed 
under the microscope, the blood proved to be 
literally swarming with microcci, among which 
were rod bacilli, resembling closely those 
sound in cases of puerperal and milk fever. 
From this discovery Dr. Yost is of the opinion 
that all the cattle died of u bacterial fever, and 
says similar attacks are known almost every 
year in Southern Illinois and Indiana where the 
water is low and sluggish in the streams, and 
the weather is warm enough to favor a rapid 
increase of germ life. When attacked the ani- 
mais bellowed, spun around in a small circle, 
ana suddenly dropped dead, indicating con- 
gestion in the brain or other disturbances in 
the nerve centres, and a clotting of blood in 
the heart.

ENGLISH SLAVEH-TRADERS. 


Kidnaping of Indabitants of Pacific 
Ocean Islands, 

There has recently been distributed in Lon- 
don as an official parliamentary document a 
report by Mr. Romilly, Commissioner in the 
Western Pacific, setting forth information 
respecting slave-trading and . kidnaping 
of island natives by English vessels 
sailing under the English flag. The kidnaping 
is done under cover ot a pretended bargain be- 
tween the kidnapers and the natives, by which 
it is made to appear on the record that the lat- 
ter agree to leave their homes to go and work 
for a certain period. In reality, however, they 
are sold into servitude. From the Pall Mall 
Gazette’s account of how this man-stealing is 
earried on the following is taken: 

There are very many ‘dodges,’ as they are 
called, resorted to in order to obtain recruits. 
For instance, when the trading-boat is on the 
beach there are a great many natives who are 
simply lookers-on and have nothing whatever to 
do with trade; and one of the little tricks played 
on them is to get hold of the son of a King or 
a Chief, drag him into the boat, and away with 
bim on board. There will then be a sensation on 
thore, and the boy's parents will think thoy 
have lost him, while the kidnapers will declare 
that the boy was fairly bought and paid for. 
The result is that the parents in their despair 
will go to the schooner and try to recover their 
boy, but before they get on board the young- 
ster bas been questioned and made to say 
that he was quite willing to go to 
Queensiand, and consent to be hired out 
there at a few shillings per month to work in 
the canefields of a sugar plantation until his 
time had expired, when he would be sent back 
to his island with a large chest of ‘trade’ of 
his own. Of course the thing is absurd. The 
boy never understood what he was agreeing to, 
but he has been induced to put his mark to the 
papers and gone tbrough the regular 
form in the presence of the Govern- 
ment agent, so the crew decline to give him 
up. Then his friends in theirdespair say they 
are willing to buy the youngster off, and that 
is exactly what the kidpapers wan them to 
do. A hard bargain is now driven with the 
boy’s friends. The kidnapers will say. Be- 
fore we give this boy up you must find 
us ten other boys.’ In that case only 
will they give the young Prince, or whatever he 
is, up. The number of recruits agreed upon, 
the King or the Chief will go on shore and get 
them somehow. At this stage the schooner is 
ready to get under way, and as soon as the 
exchange is made she is off, and soon clear of 
the island. J have hnown this to happen sev- 
eral times in my own experience. Is it to be 
wondered at that the natives murder boats’ 
crews when an opportunity offers? 

It is not an unfrequent occurrence for a 
Vessel to arrive at one of these islands with an 
unscrupulous Captain and crew on board, who 
will go on with all kinds of atrocities besides 
kidnaping. They even go so far as to destroy 
the cocoanut trees, whichare the very life 
of the natives, and having done so will make 
their escape, and the result very often 
is that the natives will take revenge 
on the first ship that comes after that. 
They will by any means in their power entice 
the bout’s crew on shore, get them up into a 
village, and there murder them; or they some- 
times adopt another course: they will wait un- 
til the two boats are away from the ship re- 
eruiting, and when those boats are out of sight 
of the ship, which they very soon are, the ca- 
noes will go alongside of the vessels one by 
one under the pretense of trading, 
and when a sufficient number are on 
board they will turn round on the few people 
that are in charge of the vessel, murder them, 
and after looting the ship will set fire to her; 
those in the boats will escape with their lives 
and either make for another island or go in 
search of another vessel. and will report the 
circumstances to the first oflicial they meet, 
perhaps to .the commanding officer of a man- 
of-war, who will perchance go to the island and 
bombard it and destroy the villages.“

GREENVILLE, III., Sept. 6.—[Special.]—Sufticient 
is now known of the condition of the corn croup in 
this and adjoining counties to warrant me in saying 
that the crop is injured_ by the late drouth nearly 
or quite one-third. Injury by the wind and rain 
storm of last week, which prostrated the corn, is 
variously estimated at from eight to tifteen bushels 
per ucre. 

Only about one-half the usual area is being sown 
to wheat owing to the failure of the last two years. 
Ground is in une condition, and wheat-sowing 
progressing rapidly, and about two weeks earlier 
than usual. Farmers hope to get a heavier fail 
growth, and thus prevent the usual injury by 
winter-killing. 

VANDALIA, IL, Sept. 6.—([Spectal.]—Corn is 
fairly good only in rare instances, Very little rain 
came, and only in spots, and that tooJate to be of 
muterlal benetit. In this county a large and in- 
creused acreage of wheat will be sown in ground 
now ready as soon as the drouth is broken.

DUBUQUE, Ia., Sept. 6.—[Special,]—The weather 
has been intensely hot ever since Sept. 1. The ef- 
fect on corn is wonderful. Several farmers in town 
today say their corn is now beyond the reach of 
frost, even if it occurred tomorrow. The same re- 
port comes from other counties. Nearly the entire 
crop will be out of danger, in a week. The yield 
will be simply immense. 

NEW JEFFERSON, Ia., Sept. 6.—[Special]—The 
weuther is very warm. Cornis nearly out of the 
way of frost. Three-fourths of the wheat and oats 
are thrashed. The yield of wheat and oats is larger 
than for uny one of the three last years. Potatoes 
give promise of a large crop. The acreage of wheat 
and outs is larger than forthe year 1883, That of 
corn is not as large; indications are for a big crop 
ot corn if the present weatber continues for a few 
days. 

MARSMALLTOWN, Ia., Sept. 6.—[Special.]—The 
prospects tor potatoes in this section are excellent. 
It is estimated that the crop will be 10 per cent 
above the average and 20 per cent above that of 
last year. 

CONCORD, la., Sept. 7.—[Special.]—Our corn 
crop is at least two weeks ahead of last year. Ten 
days more of such weather as we have bad for the 
lust week will put it out of the way of frost.

Sixty 
counties show that the average supply of hogs is 
fully up to 100; average condition, 112.

OWATONNA, Minn., Sept. 7.—[Spectal.]—Steele 
County, Minnesota, has harvested the largest crop 
of smal! grain we have had im ten years.

LONG-LIVED AUTHORS. 

Boston A:ivertiser: The activity and vigor of 
Dr. Holmes, who recently celebrated his 75th 
birthday, suggest tmat literary pursuits are 
favorable to longevity. There is an idea that 
literary genius is too wearing to stand the test 
of a protracted existence, and the death of 
Keats at 26 ‘and of Byron at 30 are 
cited to show that poetic sentiment 
and passion shorten the lives they brighten. 
Exceptional cases are referred to as typical, 
and examples of a contrary character are ig- 
nored. But the assumption that poets die 
young is certainly not sustained by the expe- 
rience of either of our most prominémt living 
bards, any more than it was by that of 
Bryant, who lived to be 84, of Long- 
tellow, who reached 75, of Dana, who passed 
away at 92. In England the chief living 
poets have attained a good old age, for both 
Browning and Tennyson are past the limit as- 
signed by the Psalmist as the term of man's 
Ute, the former being 72 and the latter 76. In 
Frunce, Victor Hugo, who has gove through a 
most exciting intellectual experience, is 84, 
Froude is 66, and the illustrious Von Kanke 
is 80. 

Glaneing at the past, itis found that many 
authors of the highest eminence huve been 
long-lived. Samuel Johnson reached, 77. Mil- 
ton 66, Sydney Smith held on till 74, Voltaire 
attained 84, and ‘Thomas Hobbes 91. The sen- 
sitive Samuel Rogers, whose life was that of an 
invalid till 50, reached the great age of 92; and 
Fontenelle, who was ulso reputed to have more 
brains than heart, is believed to have survived 
till 100. Philosophers are proverbially long-lived, 
and this assumption is sustained by the ex- 
ample of Humboldt, who did not die till he was 
90: of Goethe, who, like his friend the poet 
Wieland, reached 80; and of Emerson, who died 
at 7%. The great scientists have also had a 
long hold on life, as was shown by Newton at 
85 and Faraday at 87. Of female authors, 
Mrs. Barbauld and Miss - Edgeworth lived 
till 82; Mme. d' Arblay and Hannah 
More reached 88; Horace Walpoic's 
friend, Mies Berry, attaimed the age of 
90: Mra. Somerville survived till 92; and Mrs. 
Caroline Herschel till 98 ‘Thus the brain- 
workers of literature have their share of human 
longevity, and, as authors are less exposed 
than formerly to the privations and trials inci- 
dent to an uncultivated state of society, there 
seems to be no reason why they should not be 
benefited by the improvements which tend to 
increase the average length of human lite.

FIGHT WITH A BEAR. 


Lively Expertence of a Newe 
Mexican Indian. 

Santa Fé(N.M.) Review: Miguel is the name 
of a tall, lank Indian who is just now the 
lion of the hour in the Pecos River settlements, 
just across the mountain. He is well known as 
a steady, industrious fellow, pretty well ad- 
vanced in the arts of Western civilization, and 
last year did good service as a miner near 
Hamilton. He is counted a dead shot every 
time—in fact, is am expert with almost any 
weapon, and can handle the bowle-knife with 
a rapidity akin to lightning and a certainty that 
is deadly. Ille has had some experience as a 
bear-hunter. The bears in the Upper Pecos 
Valley have been growing more bold in their 
depredations for some months, and have made 
such havoc among the berds owned by Mr. 
McKay, a leading runchman of that section, 
that he was forced to cast about for some 
method of retaliation. Knowing Miguel to be 
a good hunter he seut for him and employed 
him to put in his whole time hunting bears in 
and about the grazing territory frequented by 
his stock. As a result the Indian has already 
killed tive bears this season—certainly a record 
that any frontiersman might well be proud of, 

But Miguel's encounter with the last two— 
fine specimens of the black variety—cume v 
near putting a short 8 to his reg lar biz- 
ness as a bear-hunter. e jumped up this 
pair while engaged in a playful wrestle ina 
mountain canon Friday last and his first shot 
sent the male bear howling to the earth; 
then another shot and its companion 
rolled over pierced right through the heart. 
But by this time the male animal bad regained 
his ‘eet and was making for the Indian with 
biood in dis eye and death in bis paws. Miguel 
waited a second, thinki to make sure work 
of the second shot when bear got nearer, 
but the weapon failed him. It was a repeating 
rifie, aud the lever refused to work. The situ- 
ation wns critical. 

A second time he wrenehed the lever, but to 
no effect, and by this time the desperate brute, 
rendered so by the bullet in his side, was fuiriy 
upon him. He had nothing to do but to club 
his gun and go at him, and this he did 
with a vengeance, but the bear brushed 
ic from his grasp as if it had been 
a haadful of straw, and with his 
huge paw clutched the Indian by the icft arm 
between the wrist and elbow. n Miguel re- 
membered his trusty bowie-kutfe. It was un- 
sheathed in a jiffy, and he sougut to catch his 
antagonist in the short ribs with its keen point, 
but the wily brute seemed to discern this, and 
the next moment had torn the flesh from the 
arm that held the knife. 

By this time it was a clear case of hug be- 
tween the man aud beast. As the Indian 
dodged the bear’s desperate blows he caught 
the knife in bis left band and then 
sprang forward and clasped the animdl 
tight around the body. This lasted «a 
second, certainly not longer, for 
bear was in a good way to grind the man into 
mince-meat, when, with a remarkabiy cool 
move, Miguel took from bis left the knife and 
in tho next instant plunged it through the an- 
mal’s sido into his heart. 

It will be some weeks before Miguel will be 
able to do any more bunting. He now wears 
each of his arms in soft cotton bandages.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION, | 

It is easy to perceive in the conversation 
and countenances of business-men a certain 
disappointment at the course of trade this 
season. It was a common,expectation in the 
spring and early summer that if the ¢rops 
were abundant trade would revive. The 
wheat crop has fulfilled the highest antſeipa- 
tions, and thereis every probability that the 
yield of corn will be as large as any we ever 
had. Yet the volume of trade is unquestionably 
smaller than it was last year at this time, and 
there is no present evidence that exchanges 
will be larger and more profitable this fail 
than in the autumn of 1883. Declining 
prices have made dealers cautious in their 
purchases and |repressed the enterprise of 
producers and manufacturers. This is dis- 
couraging if we look on trade merely as a 
means of profit to certain persons, but that 
would be a yery superficial view of it. 


Broadly considered, its function is to 
supply human beings with the necessa- 
ries and comforts of lite. If all 


these things came to us in the course of nat- 
ure there would be no need of traffic, It 
should be borne in mind that thus far all 
persons who have observed the most ordina- 
ry rules of proper living have had enough to 
eat and wear.

REBELLIOUS IRISH COUNCILMEN. 

The refusal of the Limerick ¢orporation 
to levy a tax for the payment of the extra 
police force stationed in that city by the Dub- 


blous times and the threat of the Lord-Lieu- 
tenant to enforce the tax may be followed 
by another period of agitation and excite- 
ment in Ireland. The Limerick Aldermen 
are determined, and Lord Spencer has ap- 
parently made up his mind to use all the 
machinery of the Government against them. 

The extra police were drafted into Limer- 
ick during the time that Mr. Clifford Lloyd 
was stationed there as Provincial Magistrate.

They were even 
able to show that, in acvordance with the eus“ 
tom prevailing in Great Britain and Ireland 
one of the Judges was a short time be- 
fore presented with white gloves in recogni 
tion of the fact that there was no criminal 
ease to be tried before him. It was a

The next step of Lord Spen- 
cer will be to obtain a mandamus to force the 
Aidermen té make an assessment, but the 
latter say boldly that they will disobey the 
mandamus. This, of course, would amount to 
contempt of court, for which the contunia- 
cious civic fathers would doubtless be itn- 
prisoned; but they wiil go to prison rather 
than consent to the payment of the money. 
They could not be kept in jail more than six 
months. They would be sustained by the 
people, public sentiment would be strongly in 
their favor, and their business interests would 
not suffer.

THE ARABIAN REBELLION. 

While the English are preparing to send an 
expedition into the Soudan for the relief of 
Gordon, and the French are pounding away 
at the Chinese seaports, and the Chinese are 
preparing to march into ‘Tonquin, and the 
rebels in Morocco are gathering fresh head- 
way, and the Germans are at loggerheads 
with the English on the west coast of Africa, 
a revolt which has attracted little attention, 
though of almost equal importance to any of 
the foregoing specks of war, has sprung up 
in Arabia, in the Province of Yemen, against 
Turkish authority. 

The Yemen Province is in the southwestern 
part of Arabia, lying upon the Red Sea and 
the Guif of Aden, its two principal cities 
being Sana and Mocha, the latter being 
known the world over for its exports of cof- 
fee. It is governed by the Sheik Sharfudin, 
a descendant of the former imams of the 
country. Though subject to Turkey for 
half acentury, the people of Yemen, Who 
are orthodox Mohamimedans, have been in 
almost constant rebellion against the Turkish 
authority. It is the old story, which is eu- 
erywhere told, of Turkish misrule. Oppres- 
sion, cruelty, overtaxation, and brutality 
have embittered the people against the 
Turks. More than once they have risen and 
killed the tyrannical officials sent among them, 
and a few years ago they massacred the whole 
garrison which was sent to Sana. In re- 
ligion they are sympathizers with El Mahdi, 
and it is undoubtedly his emissaries who 
have crossed over there and stirred them up 
to fresh rebellion. The present Sheik isa 
descendant of the imams, whose dynasty 
has lasted over 2,500 years, and whom they 
regard with great reverence. 

Late dispatches report that the rebellion 
has spread into the adjoining province north, 
El Hejas, the Capital of which is the Holy 
City of Mecca, and which extends as far 
north as the southern limit of Palestine, its 
upper extremity being known as Arabia Pe- 
trea and bordering to the west on the Gulf of 
Suez. In this provinee 8,000 Arabs have 
risen and are preparing to join their breth- 
renin Yemen. The Governor of Mecca was 
ordered by the Porte to send reinforcements 
to guard Mocha and Sana, but replied that 
he was unable to do so, as all his own tribes 
were in revolt. Meanwhile signs of dis- 
affection are also beginning to be apparent 
in EI Nedjed, the great central province of 
Arabia, which stretches clear to the Persian 
Gulf on the east, and which has been the 
stronghold of many great rebellions in the 
past. The danger has become so alarming 
that Turkey has sent an army of 8,000 
troops into Arabia to overcome the Arabs. 
If the latter, however, as is intimated, have 
declared a holy war, all Arabia will soon be 
in a blaze, and to quell the revolt may re- 
quire an army larger than Turkey can find 
in her present wretched condition. 


THE MONOPOLISTS’ CANDIDATE. 

Some of the facts stated by Col. Plympton 
of Massachusetts to a TRIBUNE reporter the 
other day in this city are worthy the serious 
consideration of every right-minded citizen.

and Sterling Morton, a particular friend of 
the monopolists in the Northwest, controlled 
the Nebraska delegation in Cleveland’s inter- 
est. O'Day, Jay Gould’s man, delivered the 
Missouri vote, and the suddenly-developed 
liking of Mr. P. II. Kelly of Minnesota for 
Cleveland is said to have been produced by 
corporation influence. Bill Scott, ‘* Coffee- 
Pot” Wallace, and Randall turned over the 
Pennsylvania vote at a critical moment, and 
the Standard Oil influence manipulated the 
Ohio vote so that the foremost of Democratic 
statesmen, though ah Ohio man, did not get 
half of it. The Southern Democrats, as Ben 
Butler said in his Chicago speech, are con- 
trolled by monopolists who desire to control 
labor in their section.

LORD SPENCER'S UNPLEASANT EXPERIENCES 
IN IRELAND. 

Lorpon, Sept. 7.—(Special.|—The conduct of 
Lord Spencer duriug bis visit to the South of 
jreland furnishes a singular commentary upon 
the recent statements made by English officials 
as to the general improvement ot the temper 
of the Irish people toward the English Govern- 
ment. The Lord-Lieutepant, wherever he goes, 
ig scoompanied by a small army of police and 
detectives, by whom ail persons of a suspicious 

nee are carefully watched. His appear- 
ano on the streets is greeted by large crowds, 
put they are attracted evidently by curiosity, 
gpd they stand in gloomy silence, with- 
out a sign of loyalty or good 
feeling. Lord Spencer is himself mugh de- 
at these repeated exhibitions of dis- 
trust and thiniy-masked hostility. At Killar- 
ney the constables composing his escort were 
employed for some hours in scraping from the 
wails with lorg poles and brushes offensive 
rds what had been posted just before the 
Bari’s arrival. During this operation the con- 
stables were chaffed and guyed unmercifully 
by the populace, who seemed to derive much 
amusement from the proceeding. 
NU. EXTRADITION. TREATY BETWEEN AUSTRIA 
AND BRAZIL. 


A new extradition treaty has just been con- 
eluded between Austria and Brazil. The clause 
as to murders or attempts to murder expressly 
states that conspiracies against the lives of 
Kings or Emperors are to be treated as non- 
politica offenses, and that the perpetrators are 
to de up to the Government against 
which the attempt was directed, whether the 
motive was or was not political. 

GAINING IMMIGRANTS ON FALSE PRETENSES. 

Official statistics recently published show that 
the tide of emigration from England to the 
United States is steadily decreasing. This is 
due in large part to the unblusbing puffs pub- 
lished in the newspapers of the alleged supe- 
riority of the advantages offered by the Aus- 
tralian colonies., The reports of mills closed 
down, of lowered wages, and of mines reducing: 
their output in the United States are conspic- 
pously published and commented on as show- 


ing that the vaunted prosperity of. the 
States nas received a check from 
which it will require years to recover. On the 


other band, the growing industries of the 
Australian colonies, and the opportunities they 
offer to the emigrant, are portrayed in glowing 
colors. Letters from successful emigrants and 
from prodigal sons who bave run away from 
Eogiand are published in order to show the 
great opportunities which the colonies offer. 
The result. of the influences thus brought to 
bear appears by the ‘figures just published, 
which show a decrease in the total emigration 
of the first eight months of this year as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1883 of 
84,000 emigrants. 
COMPETITION IN JUTE. 

The jute-manutacturing industry in Scot- 
lana, which forms so large a portion of the 
trade of Dundee. is threatened with serious 
competition on the part of German manufact- 
urers. Returns recently published show that 
that the jute manufactories of Germany have 
added 10,000 spindles to their § exist- 
ing machinery, giving a capacity for turn- 
ing out 770,000 hundred weight per annum 
of the various fabrics manufactured from this 
material. The news has created great alarm 
north of the Tweed, where 20,000 persons are 
engaged in this industry, as the capaeity of the 
German milis is now nearly equal to one-half 
the capacity of all the mills in Scotland. 

A LONG PAST. e 

The ability of a human being to exist for a 
long period without natural food has been 
egain demonstrated in a recent instance which 
has been investigated with much iuterest by 
Austrian doctors. A peasant woman lost her 
way ina Bohemian forest and was unable to 
return to ber home. She wandered many 
miles, und at length sank down exhausted and 
was unconscious and unable to respond when 
ber neighbors went through the forests look- 
Ing and calling for her. Parties of villagers 
continued to search for her in vain, and at the 
end of a month all hope of finding her alive 
was abandoned. The forty-sixth day after she 
had been lost she was discovered by accident. 
The poor woman was still alive, but was in a 
most pitiabie condition. She had subsisted en- 
tirely by sucking dew from the leaves and eat- 
ing grass. When foupd she was surrounded 
by a number of half-famishbed foxes, evidently 
awaiting the death of their expected prey. 


BELGIUM. 
A PROCESSION OF CLERICALS BROKEN UP BY A 
MOB. 

Brvsseis, Sept. 7.—Clericals from all the 
provinces and numbering many thousands pa- 
raded here today amid the vehement hissing 
and howling of dense crowds of lookers-on, who 
soon became more demonstrative, blocked the 
passage of the procession, and tore down ban- 
ners. Fierce scuffles ensued, and many persons, 
inciuding several policemen, were injured. 
The police were powerless to stop the disorder, 
and the gendarmes and civil guards were called 
out and attempted to reorganize the proces- 
sion. Their efforts were futile, however, and 
the confusion became general. The mob 
stopped the procession at various places. 
The Clericals, finally finding themselves una- 
able to advance, slowly dispersed. The 
méiée gradually subsided, but great excite- 
ment prevailed the whole evening. One hun- 
dred and eighty-five arrests were made. It is 


reported that three of the injured have died.

THE CHOLERA. 
THE DAY'S RECORD OF DEATHS. 

Parts, Sept. 7.—There were four deaths from 
cholera in Marsellles the last twenty-fvur 
hours. At Novelda, Spain, there were six 
fresh gases and five deaths in the same period, 
and at Montfort five fresh cases 
and two dpaths. A child from  Alcante 
taken to a lakarette, near Madrid, is recovering. 
Four other persons exhibit suspicious symp- 
toms. At Anglesola and Balguera there have 
been several suspicious deaths. A lazarette 
has been established at Lerida for the reception 
of persons from these places. 

TERRIBLE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS AT NAPLES. 

Narlxs. Sept. 7.—The situation here is seri- 
ous. During the last twenty-tour hours nearly 
500 fresh cases of cholera have been reported, 
but the mortality is only 30 per cent of those 
attacked. A Swede who withholds his name 
offered 70,000 lire in aid of victims. 

The Minister of Agriculture and Commerce. 
has requested the Bank of Naples to advance 
the municipality 250,000 Lire for the relief of 
the poor. 

KING HUMBERT-—AIDING THE SUFFERERS. 

Rome, Sept. 7.—King Humbert starts for 
Naples tomorrow. The fete at Turin in aid of 
cholera sufferers was a great success. 

The daily bulletin of the progress of cholera’ 
the ust twenty-four hours in various provinces¢ 
shows 348 fresh cases and 117 deaths. In the 
Province of Genoa thirty-two of the fresh cases 
and eighteen of the deaths were at Spezia. The 
majority of the fresh cases and deaths in the 
Province of Naples were in the City of Naples.“ 


SPFFERINGS AT SEA. 
CASTAWAYS RESORT TO CANNIBALISM TO 8US- 
TAIN LIFE. 


Lonpon, Sept. 7.—The crew of the yacht 
Mignonette, rescued after being many days in 
open boats, captured a turtle the fourth day 
after the sinking of the yacht. The 18th of 
June they had been seven days without food 
and five without water. They discussed 
the casting of lots which should die 
that the others might live, but were unable to 
agree. The nextday they determined to kill 
the boy Parker. Capt. Dudley opened the 
jugular vein with a penknife and the boy died 
instantly. The suryivors—the Captain and 
two scamen—drank the murdered boy's blood 
and sustained life by eating his flesh until 
rescued by the saſip Montezuma the Sth of 
July. The reason assigned for determining 
upon the boy’s death is that be suffered most 
from thirst and was unmarried. When rescued 
the men looked like skeletons. They will be 
charged with murder.

Discovered.

CASHIER HILL, 


HIS SHORTAGE INCREASES THE FURTHER THE 


INVESTIGATION GOES. 
New York, Sept. 7.—[Special.|—For three 


days and three nights the directors of the Na- 
tional Bank of New Jersey, at New Brunswick, 
_ have been investigating the accounts of their 


late cashier, Charles 8. Hill, and the condition 
of the bank. They have persistently re 
fused all information as to how matters 
stood, beyond the bare statement published 
in circular form and scattered broadcast 
through the city, that, “ while our surplus has 
been impaired, our capital is safe.“ The exam- 
ination by the Board of Directors, so far as it 


has gone, covers only a little over 
three-fourths of the whole. The figures 
now. given of the bank's loss come 


from one who assisted at the examination. 
The shortage footed up $196,829 when the di- 
rectors quit work today. 

Hul's operations were very simple. He bor- 
rowed whatever sums be wanted of the bank, 
giving good collateral at first. Then he 
took the collateral and disposed of it. 
filling in its place in the vault with 
worthless paper. When the collateral 
gave out he got President Mahlon Runyon to 
sign notes with him, and between times he bor- 
rowed a little money himself on his own notes. 
The Board of Directors, which it was sup- 
posed made a thorough examination of the 
banks affairs once a year, did not, in 
fact, make anything like a thor- 
ough examination, It was of the most 
cursory kind. The securities were brought 
into the directors’ room by Hill, who spread 
them out in neat packages or loosely, as they 
might be, and as one of the directors checked 
off Hill would say. Here is the security,“ and 
the bundie would be put away again. This 
method of examination had gone on for two 
years. 

WORSE AND WORSE. 

The deficiency in Hill's account, however, is 
notall. The total deficiency discovered up to 
last night reached the sum of $235,930.31. 
Hill's deficiency was $196,829.64. The difference, 
amounting to $30,100.67, is the amount due 
from President Mahlon Runyon. A portion of 
this sum is counted on notes indorsed by III. 
The balance is on securities which have dis- 
appeared, and it is not thought that all of Mr. 
Runyon’s property, which, it is understood, is 
heavily mortgaged, will begin to mect the loss. It 
is not at all improbable that when the examina- 
tion Is finished the amount of the whole defi- 
ciency will be much larger, while it is feared 
that the report of the examiner will show still 
a worse state of affairs. The directors, 
none of them being expert accountants, 
have not been able to arrive definitly 
at many points, and have been compelled 
to estimate or ignore in some cases where 
losses will no doubt be found—in fact, are 
known to exist. The box where Hill kept his 
own securities was empty. He had doubled 
the money he received from the bank on city, 
county, State, and Government bonds by dis- 
posing of them. The notes be had destroyed. 
The notes in President Runyon's box were left, 
but the bonds and negotiable securities were 
gone. 

PDRRADING THE FUTURE. 

„ dread what is to come,” said a director, 
and his haggard face proved his words. Mr. 
Runyon is liable to arrest at any time. He 
might have been under arrest before this, but 
there is not the slightest danger of his running 
away. Hill is dead. Runyon will have to stand 
up and take the consequences.”’ 

New Brunswick was filled tonight with 
rumors that a warrant had been issued for the 
arrest of Mr. Runyon, but the report was de- 
nied by a member of the beard, Mr. Stoddard. 

Yet another director says that Mr. Runyon's 
arrest cannot be avoided so far as he can 


see, and he is sincere in his expres- 
sions of regret. Mr. Hill was elected 
cashier of the bank twenty years ago, 


and held the office up to the time of his death 
without being reélected. Had such an election 
been held his bond would have been void. As 
it was, the original bond would hold good. 
This bond was for $50,000—five sureties in 
$10,000 each, all of whom are living. 

Let us see Hill's bond.“ said one of the dt 
rectors to President Runyon while the exami- 
nation was in progress. He went to the vault, 
but the bond was gone. Cashier Campbell safd 
that be saw the bond not more than two months 
ago. Nowthe bondsmen cannot be held. 

HOW THE MONEY WAS LOST. 

Hill sunk most of hia money since June, and 
his stealings do not extend much further back 
than six months. It is thought by the exam- 
apation of his affairs that he was caught rather 
heavily on the Wall street crash of May. He 
left no letter or writing of any kind, so far as 
ascertained. He laid all his plans. 
got everything in the desired shape in the 
bank. and then enjoyed life to the fullest up to 
the last minute of his life. 

The funds of the Voorhees estate are not 
depleted, as at first reported. When the box 
containing the securities was opened only 
$19,000 in bonds was found wmissing— 
$17000 in Western bonds, quoted at 
$30 above par, and $2,000 in Government 
bonds. The other bonds, aggregating $181,000, 
were negotiable only on the indorsement of 
Hill and Mr. Joseph Fisher, the other trustee. 

The directors say that.it has not peen decided 
whether to open the doors of the bank tomor- 
row, but it is very probable that they will re- 
main closed. f

The accident, if such it may be 
termed, might have proven far more serious had 
not the Captain of the Campana put his wheel hard 
up in time to lessen the force of the blow. This 
makes five collisions between the Alberta and other 
craft since the beginning of the present season.

THE JOSEPH L. HURD. 
SHE WAS WRECKED—BETTER 
NEEDED. 

‘The passenger prop Peerless, of the Lake Super- 
for Line, arrived from Duluth and intermediate 
points yesterday morning, bringing a full list of 
passengers. Capt. Mcintyre reports having pussed 
the wrecked prop Joseph L. Hurd at Detour Friday 

‘morning. The Hurd was released from Crab Island 
reef the evening previous, and was undergoing 
temporary repairs at Detour. She was expected to 
leave for either Milwaukee or Chicago Saturday 
sight or Sunday morning. Capt. Mcintyre says 
that so far as he could learn the accident to the 
Hurd was not due to carelesness on the part of any 
ene connected with the boat. In fact, he 
‘peaks in the highest praise of Capt. 
Puge, the commander of the Hurd, and says 
that he is not only a thoroughly competent navi- 
gator, but a man who exercises the utmost cau- 
uon. He charges the disaster to the negligence of 
De Lighthouse Board in failing to provide suitable 
aghts to mark the entrance into the Sault River. 


fhe Detour passage is a particularly dangerous o- 
tality, on account of numerous reefs and shoals. 
Every year several vessels suffer disaster in at- 
tempting to make the entrance, and yet the Gov- 
ernment turns a deaf ear to the entreaties of 
vesselmen, and refuses to provide for their safety 
by erecting range lights. There is a good light on 
Detour Point. and in October, 1882, a small red 
light was placed on Frying-Pan Island. This, 
however, is not enough. There should be a light

on the east end of Pipe Island, s0 as 
to range with the light on Frying- 
Pan Isiand. Tnis is all that is ~nec- 


essary to make the entrance safe. As it is now, 
vessels stand a good chance of fetching up on the 
rocks. ‘There is a dangerous sunken reef extend- 
dng southeast from Crab Island, and it was on this 
that the Hurd met disaster. The night was dark 
and the weather misty. Capt. Page was on watch, 
but misjudged his — from Detour light, and 
was not aware of his error until the boat plunged 
headlong onto the reef. She struck stem on, and 
slid over the reef until she rested midships on the 
socks. Five holes were punctured in her bottom, 
and she filled in less than two hours. There were 
twentv-five passengers on board, all of whom be- 
baved splendidly. When Capt. Page assuréd them 
that there was no danger several of the passengers 
returned to their staterooms and slept until morn- 
ing, When all were taken off and forwarded 
to their destinations. Tuesday a gale prevailed 
and the Hurd narrowly escaped going to pieces. 
Wednesday Capt. George McLeod, the well-known 
wreckingmaster, arrived at the wreck and super- 
intended herrelease. The Leviathan, with a lighter 
and five steam-pumps, did the work. The Hurd 
was then beached at Detour and pumped out. Her 
bottom is supposed to be in pretty bad shape and 
she is considerably hogged amidships on the port 
side. It will cost about $5,000 to repuir the damage 
to the vessel. The cargo will prove a serious loss 
—probably $15.000. The loss on that portion of the 
cargo which wasin the hold will be almost total. 
When the Peerless left Detour the Hurd’s cargo 
was stacked up On the dock and arrangements were 
being made to forward it to its destination.

WILLIAM J. DOWNIE. 
THE FUNERAL SERVICES—CHARLES TAKES A 
LAST LOOK AT HIS VICTIM’S CORPSE. 

The funeral of William J. Downie, who was 
hot by his brother Friday night, took place at 
the Cathedral of the Holy Name at 10 o'clock 

_yesterday morning. Saturday, prior to the in- 
quest, the body was removed from the morgue 
to the undertaking establishment of C. 
H. Jordan, Nos. 14 and 16 Madison strect, 
where it was prepared for interment. 
The remains were dressed in a brown 
satin Catholic habit and placed in a 
Diack cioth-covered cedar casket, which ex- 
posed the body balf length. The head rested 
upon awhite satin pillow and was partial! 
turned upon the left side to conceal the all 
of the fatal bullet. The body remained at the 
undertaker's until8 o'clock yesterday morn- 
tng, when it was taken to the late residence of 
the doceased, No. 244 La Salle avenue. in the 
front parior, directly above the basement din- 
ing-room where the dead body was first discov- 
ered. the remains were viewed by Mrs. 
Charies J. Downie, the wife of the brother now 

nder arrest,and the adopted sister, Mollie. 
ir grief, especially the latter's, was uncon- 
trollable.

THE SOCIALISTS. 
JOSEPH SPIES HOCKING VALLEY EXPERIENCE 
—THE TRAMP THE SOCIALISTS’ [LDEAL. 

Yesterday's Lake-Front meeting of the Inter- 
national Working People's Association was an 
unusually tame affair. A. R. Parsons first put 
up John Keegan to talk against time till Joseph 
Spies was ready with an account of his visit to 
the Hocking Valley. The editor of the Ar- 
better Zeitung related his experiences in that lo- 


cality with the Pinkerton detectives. He tried 
to be civil with them, but they told him he was 
no use there and had better skin out. They 
bad even refused to bave a drink with him. 
A volce— That's a wonder.“ ] There were, 
e said, 10,008 men in the Hocking Valley who 
had been starving for a year, and for the last 
seven months had been living on fried bread 
and poor coffee, given to them by other work- 
men. The strikers had been getting only $15 a 
month, $5 of which went for reat and $2 for oil 
and powder, leaving them $8—which the 
truck system reduced to $6.80—to live upon. 
The syndicate out there thought the men's 
wages too high, and so wanted to reduce them 
to $13 a month. The Governor of the State, 
who made a visit to the valley. saw the men 
could not live on this, but thought they ought 
to be at least well-behaved. The miners told 
bim to get out or they might find a rope for 
him. Mr. Spies then described how he had de- 
ceived Gen. Tnomas of New York, one of the 
syndicate, into believing that he was a reporter 
for a Chicago capitalistic paper, and got some 
very good Havanas from him. The syndicate 
of six or seven men had decided that 
10,000 men should starve, and today 400 poor 
men and their familics would be evicted from 
their homes. He had distributed many Social- 
istic papers among these people, who believed 
no more in God than in government. They 
wanted some kind of a heaven here and would 
be content to let the Devil take their heaven 
hereafter. If these men bad arms they would 
soon make short work of their oppressors. 
Samuel Fielden, after referring to the slav- 
ery of labor, said the tramp was the most 
philosophical genius in society. Said the tramp 
to himseif, It I work they'll just cheat me 
out of four-fifths, so. by ——, I won't work at 
all.“ Jacobson was in jail awaiting execution 
for no other reason than that he was poor. 
Jacobson simply resented a wrong., and it more 
did the same thing there would be tewer robbed 
of their pay. 
A. W. Herr referred to the United States 
Government as a syndicate of d—d scoundrels. 
W. Ducie declared that he would never again 
vote as an American, and advised all to stay 
away from the ballot-box. There was no lib- 
erty in this country; Carter Harrison could 
even drive them out of this park, and break 
their heads into the bargain. 
A. R. Parsons, after giving a general invita- 
tion to join the society, declared the meeting 
adjourned. 
W. V. Barr then spoke on his own hook, de- 
claring that, although the Socialists were right 
in exposing abuses, they had no sensible rem- 
edy to offer.

SCANDINAVIAN DEMOCRATS. 

In reference to the quarrels between the two 
Scandinavian clubs on the West Side. a corre- 
spondent points out the weakness of both 
organizations. The Scandinavian Cleveland, 
Hendricks, and Harrison Club has about forty 
members after four weeks’ recruiting, and the 
Cook County Scandinavian Democratic Club 
was recently captured and reorganized by a 
small clique of scheming politicians, and is no 
longer made up of the best elements that for- 
merly composed it. 

THE OAKLAND WIGWAM. 


The Republican wigwam at Oakland will be 
formally opened tonight, when there will be 
held in the building one of the largest political 
gatherings of the campaicn. The wigwam be- 
ing by far the largest in Cook County if not in 
the State the opening will naturally be 
marked by an immense gathering of Kepub- 
lieans.

REGU MEETING OF THE ASSEMBLY—NO 
POLITICS ALLOWED. 

The Trade and Labor Assembly held their 
regular meeting yesterday afternoon, M. L. 
Crawford presiding. The boycotting commit- 
tee reported that the circulars regarding Crib- 
ben, Sexton & Co. had been distributed over 
the city, and the suggestion that they be sent 
to the surrounding country towns was agreed 
to. The committee appointed to wait on the 
Mayor and ask him to withdraw the permits 
given the firm's employés to carry pistols re- 
ported that he had promised to investigate the 
matter, and also that he said he had refused 
the same parties nineteen additional permits, 

The matter of receiving the delegates to the 
Federated Trades Assembly that meets here 
next month was referred to the Entertainment 
Committee. A. C. Cameron was chosen the 
delegate to that body. 

A number of minor amendments to the con- 
stitution were read, one alone causing any dis- 
cussion, that being to the effect that the merits 
and demerits of any political party should not 
be discussed at any of the meetings, 

Mr. Askew moved to strike it out. 

President Crawford said he was opposed to 
the motion. As it was, many of the umons re- 
fused to send delegates to the assembly, claim- 
ing that it was a political organization. If that 
clause was not put in the assembly would do 
nothing but talk politics, and as a consequence 
before a year had passed the membership 
would dwindle down one-third.

In 1841 Chancellor John- 
son filed his decree, setting forth that’ the 
adheyents of the South Carolina Synod were 
the prover custodians of the church property, 
and nose who seceded or were expelled lost 
ali rybts therein. But as the adherents h 
faile to give notice to the Rev. Mr. Drehe 
andes followers of the action of the synod in 
refegence to the expulsion the Rev. Godfrey 
Dreher and the seceders were permitted to hola 
possession of the property, and the bill in equi- 
ty was dismissed. Counsel for the South Caro- 
lina Synod have recently given the notice re- 
quired in the decree of Chancellor Johnson 
rendered in 1841, and have filed complaint and

THE CENTRAL CHURCH. 
PROF. SWING ONCE MORE GREETS HIS 
GREGATION. 

Prof. Swing preached yesterday morning to 
his congregation in Central Music-Hall for the 
first time since his return from his vacation. 
The threatening skies kept away many of the 
but all were filled by 
others who were more than glad to get desir

able seats. The large hall was gloomy and 


dark as the audience began to pour in, when 


| suddenly there was a click, click of the electric 
| batteries, and%a flood of light was turned on 


trom chandelier and gas-jets, At the same in- 
stant the organ struck up a joyful peal. Upon 
the stage was the simple desk, a large and 
beautiful basket of flowers upon a light stand, 
and a couple of plainchairs. Prof. Swing came 
in and took his seat at his desk. The whisper 
went round: How well he is looking!“ He 
was dressed in his customary black Prince Al- 
bert coat, and black throughout, including a 
plain necktie. His face is bronzed and his voice 
seems stronger than before he went upon his 
vacation. Mr. McWade, thesinger, came upon 
the stage closely after Prof. Swing, and took 
a chair, but immediately rose and led the con- 
gregation in singing the familiar hymna: 

God moves in a mysterious way 

His wonders to perform; 

He plants His footsteps in the sea 

And rides upon the storm. 

The sermon was based upon the verse of 
Scripture: For the Sabbath was made for 
man, and not man for the Sabbath.“ It was 
not a discussion ot the Sunday question, 
but a thoughtful, eloquent discourse in the 
Professor's best vein of the certainty that man 
is breaking away from the old theological 
forms and creeds, and thereby adding to the 
glory ot God. The congregation was such a 
one as any orator in the world might have been 
proud to address. 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS. 
THE REV. CLINTON LOCKE CELEBRATES HIS 
SILVER WEDDING. 

The Rev. Dr. Clinton Locke preached his 
„Silver Wedding ’’ sermon to a large congrega- 
tion in Grace Episcopal Church yesterday 
morning. His text was: 

I thank my God upon every remembrance of you, 
alwaysin every prayer of mire for you all making 
request with joy, for your fellowship in the Gospel 
from the Urst day until now.—Philippians t. 3-5. 

He congratulated his people in meeting again 
for worship after the vacation in what was 
now one of the most beautiful churches in the 
whole diocese. The year through which they 
had passed bad been, to a great extent, one or 
cloud and anxiety, in which mortgage and debt 
had nearly brought their church to tne auc- 
tioneer’s hammer and almost wrested his own 
cottage from his hand. After weary years of 
perplexity and struggle, last Easter enough 
money had been laid on the altar 
to wipe out forever the mort- 
gage which hade been hampering their 
usefulness and threatening their very exist- 
ence. This year, however, had its brighter side 
for him. It stood out in his life history like 
some spire with its graceful shaft, the remind- 
er to him of the two most important incidents 
of his life. It was the twenty-fifth year of his 
marriage, and the twenty-fifth year of his pas- 
torate. It was important to him, because a 
rector could not have bis private life dissociat- 
ed from that of his parish, and because a 
priest's household was part and parcel of the 
social life of his flock. His wife had been so 
identified with his work, aff so dear to all, 
that his congregation and friends had shown an 
enroest desire to mark this as no ordinary year. 
The joys and sorrows of his household bad been 
so thoroughly sbared in by bis flock thatthe 
silver wedding seemed as much theirs as 
his. On all sides there had been 
shown a manifest desire to celebrate this 
his doubie silver wedding. The remembrance 
of that night in the Grand Pacific when he re- 
ceived the good wishes and loving tributes of 
80 many friends would never fade from his 
memory, and its recollection compensated for 
many of the troubies, and worries, and clouds 
through which he had passed iu these twenty- 
five years. He was fairly bewildered when he 
thought of the splendid gifts in money, and sil- 
ver, and furniture that he bad received from 
many of the most influential citizens. The 
loving tributes of esteem from his brother 
olergy and his vestry, the cordial and sympa- 
thetic regard of his former flock at Joliet, and 
the handsome mention of the press, were be- 
yond any previous experience. 

The preacher then referred tothe tremendous 
changes that had come about in the world's his- 
tory since his pastorate began. France 
had passed through bloodshed from Empire 
to Republic, and England had adopied many 
measures after the form of our political gram- 
mar. America. had been torn assunder with 
civil dissension and deluged with blood. Chi- 
cago had passed from an overgrown village to 
the splendid position of being one of the first 
cities in the world. There had been remarku- 
ble progress in the religious world. The dreary 
views of Calvanism had been laid aside and the 

love and service of the Lord Jesus Christ ex- 
alted. Christian hospitals and asylums now 
shone out like sturs all over the land. If infi- 
delity and agnostieism had increased, Chris- 
tianity was now better able to meet their at- 
tacks. Twenty-five years had brought about 
startling changes in their own Episcopal 
church. From being thought narrow 
and self-righteous and exclusive, their 
denomination was now tha broadest 
and most liberal and most inclusive religious 
body in the world. It had shown such zeal for 
the poor and help for the afflicted as to draw 
the admiration of all Christendom, Every tor- 
rent had its driftwood, and the ritual absurdi- 
ties which might mingle with their system were 
but specks in the sunlight of life and devotion 
to Christ. Twenty-five years ago there was 
only one Episcopal diocese in this State: now 
there were three, and all rapidly increasing in 
influence and growth of true Christian life. 
Their own church, which at first had been poor 


and feeble and almost disintegrated, was now one | 


of the foremost churches iu the State and free 
from the bondage of debt. He was now bless- 
ing the marriages of many that he had bap- 
tized and taking into his arms the infants of 
those who once lay in his arms as smiling, help- 
less babes. He thanked all for the kindness 
and consideration that be had met in his minis 
try, and especialiy the wardens and vestry for 


the loving way in which they had dealt with his | 


mistakes. Though conscious of many short- 
comings, he had lived for the good of souls, and 
bis whole physical, social, and intelicctual 
strength had been devoted to the advancement 
of the Gospel. 


A NEW PASTOR. 
SERVICES RESUMED AT ST. PAUL'S UNIVERSAL- 
IST CHURCH. 

Yesterday morning the services in St. Paul’s 
Universalist Church, No. 1625 Michigan avenue, 
were resumed, the Rev, J. Coleman Adams, 
the new pastor, assuming charge of the church. 
Mr. Adams is a very pleasant-appearing gentle- 
man, about 35 years of age, with engaging 
manners, which will no doubt make him a gen- 
eral favorit with his new congregation, He 
has a good presence and a strong, penetrating 
voice, which, when he delivered his sermon, 
could be distinctly heard at all times in the 
furthermost parts of the church. The congre- 
gation, notwithstanding the threatening ap- 
pearance ot the sky, was a large one, and by 
their attention showed themselves well pleased 
with their new pastor. Mr. Adams preached 
from this text: 

And now abide faith, hope. and love: but the 
greatest of these is love. First Corinthians, ii., 18. 

Every great religious thought passes through 
three distinct periods in its relations to the bu- 
man soul. It dawns asa hope, it strengthens 
into afaich before it finally flourishes as a 
sentiment. Longing, conviction, love—these 
three are the stages through which the soul 
passes in its attitude towards the truth. Men 
reach after the spiritual fact which they dimly 
discern, and wish that it might be true, and 
hope that it is true, long before they believe 
and trust in it. Then, as thought brightens 
and shows the muitiplying evidences of the 
truth, reason becomes convinced and settles into 
assurance. In speaking of his position as pastor 
the‘preacher said that it was a great and sol- 
emn privilege granted to bim and his congre- 
gation to enter into the labors that awaited 
them. He hoped they heard, as he did, the 
summons of the present, bidding him and 
them go forward without wavermg. There 
was a future which needed them. Let them 
devote themseives bere and now, in the spirit 
of the Master, to the most blessed work which 


can engage human hearts—the spread of 
Christ's Gospel and the renewal of souls in 
the Divine. 


DR. THOMAS. 
METHODIST CAMPMEETING IN CANADA AND 
OTHER VACATION EXPERIENCES. 

The Rev. Dr. H. W. Thomas, who returned to 
the city a few days ago from his summer vaca- 
tion, appeared at Hooley’s Theatre yesterday 
looking much retreshed, but as thin and wiry 
as ever. With hair and mustache grown to 
their greatest length, he looked like a good 
farmer from the mountainous districts of Vir- 
ginia which he lately visited. 

Tne audience was unusually large, with 
about the same admixture of men and women, 
young and oid people. The parquet, dress- 
circle, first balcony, and private boxes were all 
taken, and the majority looked as fresh as if 
they, too, had just returned from a spell“ 
in the country. For the sake of convenience 
every body was permitted to take the same scat 
be or she had occupied at the close of the last 
season, but they were warned that changes 
might be made at the close of service for fut- 
ure occasions, 

In place of the quartet choir which had 
served for some time past a large chorus ap- 
peared, Dr. Thomas explaining that the object 
of the change was to encourage singing in the 
congregation, it having been noticed that they 
had been inclined to give way to the quartet. 

Although a text was used the discourse con- 
sisted in the main of a statement of the experi- 
ences through which the speaker had passed 
during the summer. He began by referring to 
the encampment of the First Regiment, of 
which heis Chaplain. He said he had trav- 
eled in fourteen States and a part of Canada, 
and had seen much and heard much. In these 
travels he had addressed four meetings. 
Never in his life bad so many strange 
experiences crowded together. After the 
weck’s encampment with the young 
men of the First Regiment he was called to at- 
tend the funeral of Jane Grey Swisshelm ut 
Pittsburg. Said he: ‘She was my friend and 
your friend.” The death of such a woman 
would naturally create a profound impression. 
The active part of her life extended over fifty 
years of interesting history, and by tongue and 
pen she heiped to. make this history such as it 
was. Sue had pleaded the cause of liberty and 
buman rights with a gifted and powerful mind, 
one of the most gifted and powerful minds of 
the age. Her convictions of duty were always 
clear and deep, and in all the great controver- 
sies that arose during her time she had some- 
thing to say. Some thought her extreme and 
bitter, but it would be bard to point out a single 
instance in the course of her life when she had 
not been on the right side. With an unwaver- 
ing faithin God and the ultimate triumph of 
the right, she never hesitated to attack any 
great church, any class, or any 
public man when she believed she was right 

and they wrong. Her opinions were, he said, 
largely the opinions which had been adopted in 
most of the reform movements of the country 
and period. Her judgment hung like a cloud 
over most of the prominent men of her time, 
by whom she was feared no less than she was 
admired. He then recounted the circumstances 
ot her visit to her old home, where he found 
her lying with a smile on her face that was like 
the calm after the storm. “She lives today 
with the glorified,”’ he said. 

Dr, Thomas then gave an affecting picture of 
his visit tothe home of his childhood and youth 
in Preston County, Virginia, where he had not 
been for more than thirty years. 

He attended a Canada Methodist camp-meet- 
ing near Niagara Falls. The Canada Methodists 
were a good deal like the other Methodists, ex- 
cept they bad no Bisbops or other high officials 
in the church and entertained liberal views on 
the atonement and some other subjects. As an 
example he mentioned the fact that one Of the 
ministers bad said to him: Look me in the 
eye.“ He did so and said: ** Well?” I don't 
believe in the doctrine of eternal punishment 
and I won't preach it.“ said the other. 

Dr. Thomas said he had attended the meet- 
ings of several other denominatiens, and he 
und felt the feeling growing upon him that he 
was not one of a class; that this was God's 
world and al) these our brothers and sisters, 
whether Roman Catholic, Protestant, Brahmin, 
or the followers of Buddha. 

In ciosing Dr. Thomas remarked that this 
was his fifteenth year in Cgicago, the first Sun- 
day of the fifth year of the People’s Church, 
the thirty-second year of his ministry, and 
that he was 52 years of age. 


DANIEL’S DREAM. 
THE REV. FRANK BRISTOL ON THAT REMARK- 
ABLE VISION, 

The Rev. Frank Bristol, who has just re- 
turned from his summer vacation, preached 
yesterday morning at the Trinity Methodist 
Episcopal Church on Daniel's Dream.“ In 
Daniel's vision, he said, was described by sym- 
bol the history of the pagan nations that would 
rule the world before that history was made. 
The uncut stone which struck the feet of mixed 
iron and clay foretold just where and how 
Christianity would strike its first blow. Not 
the head of gold. not the breast of silver, nei- 
ther the Assyrian nor the Persian Empire, was 
to first yield to Christ, but the Roman Empire 
with its commingled weakness and strength. 
As the stone which broke the image was 
not cut by hands, so the religion which led the 
Franks, the Goths, and the Visigoths up to the 
giories of the Lutheran reformation was not 
religion of man but of God, While Mohammed's 
power was gained by the sword, Christ's King- 
dom originated indeeds of mercy. He healed 
the sick and gave the blind cheir sight instead 
of leading His followers to battle. No philos- 
ophy, superstition, or discovery could claim to 
be the source of Christianity, though the icon- 
oclasts of the day might try hard to prove it.

The first public meeting of the Independent 
People's Church was beld yesterday forenoon 
at Lyceum Hall under the leadership of the 
Rev. R. H. Bosworth, the recently deposed 
pastor of Trinity (Reformed Episcopal) Church. 
The hall was crowded, the audience including 
many prominent citizens, some of whom have 
recently withdrawn from Trinity Church and 
followed Mr. Bosworth into the independent 
organization. Music of an excellent quality 
was furnisbed by a quartet choir, led by Prof. 
W. N. Smith, with Prof. Thomason as organist. 
Mr. Bosworth took for his text the words 
of Paul: “For we are not lords over 
your faith, but helpers of your joys.” 
He briefiy defined the aims and purposes or 
the new organization. The People’s Church 
had no creed and no articles of faith or belief, 
every member being free to believe whatever 
seemed true. All were expected to help each 
other, and so far as possible help the world at 
larwe in honest seekings after truth and in et- 
forts to reuch a higher plane of life., No per- 
son had a right to dictate what another should 
believe; none should assume to be more than 
heipers of others. ** I accept the leadership of 
this movement.“ said the speaker, ** commis- 
sioned by the spirit of liberty, investigation, 
and untrammeled spirituality.“ At the close of 
the services a Sunday-school was organized, 
with a large membership. 

Regular services were held yesterday in all 
the Englewood churches, the pastors having 
returned from their summer vacations. 

A largely-attended meeting of citizens was 
heid Saturday evening to protest against the 
recenwaction of the Board of Education of Dis- 
trict No. 10, which will compel many small 
children to cross the Rock Island and Lake 
Shore Railroad tracks on their way to the new 
schoo! on Wabash avenue and Sixty-first street.

The Rev. E. C. Ray, pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, occupied his pulpit yesterday 
morning after a month's vacation. At the con- 
clusion of the sermon the following report was 
read showing the standing of the church in the 
Chicago Presbytery: New members during the 
year, forty-four by confession of faith, 
tifty-nine by certificate. The Sunday- 
school has 523 members, ranking 
third. The church membership is 429 
and ‘ts rank is eighth. The receipts of the 
year were $9,277, giving seventh rank. The 
church ranks seventh in contributions, baving 
given $2,107 to home missions, $1,432 to for- 
eign missions, $60 to Board of Education, $174 
to Board of Publication, $512 to Board of 
Church Erection, $60 to relief of disabled min- 
isters, $120 to freedmen, $320 to Board of Col- 
leges. The church stands sixth in total 
amounts given for benevolent purposes, hay- 
ing contributed $5,353.

ILLINOIS. 
A VALUABLE DISQGOVERY. 

TOLONO, III., Sept. 7-—{Special.]—The inter- 
est in gas wells has received an awakening in 
this locality by the success of a new well just 
made on the farm of Menzo Duniap, near 
Savoy. Enoch Robbins of this place was 
boring the well to secure a permanent supply 
of water when at the depth of ninety-three 
feet be penetrated a vein of gas of such force 
and volume that ston& two and three inches in 
diameter were thrown 200 feet into the air, and 
water and sand went up forty feet, making a 
terrific noise. Mr. Kobbins connected the gas 
with bis six-horse-power engine, and secured 
as much power as he could get from fifty 
pounds of steam, while the steam-gage indi- 
cated only twenty pounds of gas. The gas was 
then connected with the furnace, and, when 
ignited, a small part of it created sufficient 
flame to keep up steam, and it was used to run 
the engine attached to the well-boring apparat- 
us Friday and Saturday. Itis estimated that 
the present volume of gas escaping from the 
well would be sufficient to make steam for a 
200-horse-power engine.
